Two Immenso Demonstrations for 
Cleveland in Gotham.

Joint Meeting of the Irving Hall and County 
Democracy—Gathering of Representatives 


from the Business Exchanges—The Larg- 


est Crowd Seen in New York Since th 
War. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch, 

New York, October 10.—The greatest political 
demonstration in the history of Wall street, since 
1860, occurred there this afternoon, just as the Ex- 
change Closed. It was the business men's indorse- 
ment of Cleveland’s nomination, and, although 
hastily prepared and badly managed, it proved en- 
tirely successful. The steps of the snb-treasury 
building were used for the speakers. Just four 
yeors ago very nearly the self-same crowd gathered 
on the historical ground on Wall, Broad and Nassau 
streets and ratified the nomination of James A. 
Garfield, with Colonel Ingersoll as the chief 
speaker. To-day the representative mon in the 
gathering of four years ago were standing on the 
steps of the building with white satin Cleveland and 
Hendricks badges pinned to their coats, These 
badges were everywhere and at least 19,000 of the 
20,000 lot received in the morning were displayed. 
Democrats, Republicans and Independents met on 
common ground. The burrah and excitement of 
the trading rooms was transferred to the street. 
Mefchant met merchant, broker met broker, and, 
clasping hands cheered for Cleve- 
land. At 8 o'clock fully 25,000 men 
had assembled, the crowd reaching 


on Wall street from Broadway to the Custom 
House, and on Nassau up to Pine street, and on 
Broad street down to Cotton. Such another briliiant 
assemlage of New Yorkers had not heen seen for 
nearly a quarter of a cent A cheer would be- 
gin at Wall street and Broadway and be echoed all 
over the crowd until it seemed as if human throais 
could emit no more noise. The spectacle was im- 
ing in the extreme. The meeting had been called

Shuts Out This World From the Sight 
| of Charley Butler. 


The Wife Murderer Hung at Columbia City, 
Ind.—A Career That Began in Childish 
Love and Ended in a Brutal Tragedy—In- 
cidents of the Hanging—History of But- 
ler’s Crime.

Fr. Wayne, Inp., October 10,--Chas, W. Butier, 
one of the most noted criminals in the State of Ohio, 
and a son of Dr. George Butler, a wealthy 

of Columbus, Ohio, was executed at Columbia 
City, Indiana, today, for the murder 
of Abbie Butler, his young wife, at Princeton, Ind., 
September 28, 1883. Up to last evening Butler pre- 
served a most stolid indifference as to 
his awful fate,~ but when advices were 
received last night that the Supreme Court and 
Governor had refused to interferein his behalf, 
Butler broke completely down, and wept bitterly. 
He asked for a Catholic priest to administer spirit- 
ual consolation. Father Pellhake responded, 
and administered the rites 
and absolution. The 
at 11 o'clock last night, slept soundly until 5 o'clock 
this morning, arose,dressed and partook of a hearty® 
meal. The priest called*this morning and remained 
with the condemned man until the execution. He 
assumed again his stoical attitude, and had very 
little to say, while the priest and sheriff 
were with him. In his cell Burton 
played several airs on his accordeon and, at 10 
o'clock, took an affectionate farewell of his sisters. 
Just before the march to the scaffold he played 


several airs on his accordeon, concluding 
with a song of farewell, and then 
began dancing, but was interrupted by 
the sheriff's entering to read the death 


warrant, At 12 o’clock the prisoner was handcuffed, 
and accompanied by the priest, sheriff and deputies, 
marched to the scaffold. Butler stepped near 
the drop and made a rambling incoherent speech 
of a few minutes, in which he said 
that all connected with his trial and cxecu- 
tion would be sorry for it. After the conclusion 
his speech, the priest, prisoner and attendants knelt 
in prayer, and when through, Butler walked to the 
edge of the drop and kicked viciously to see if it 
was solid. While the noose was being adjusted and 
the ‘black cap put over his head, he cried out 
in piteous tones “please take this off; the rdépe is 
too tight; please loosen the rope, 
it ain't right." The request was not heeded, He 
was assisted on to the drop. At 12:08 the drop fell. 
Butler stood too-near the hinges of the drop and his 
descent was slow, bis feet scraping the drop. The 
noose, however, was adjusted properly. Th¢ 
body writhed and quivered for some 
time, and in seven minutes he was pronounced dead 
from strangulation. Two hundred and fifty 
people witnessed the execution. Immense crowds 
surrounded the jail, but everything passed off peace 
fully, and the common verdict is “Butler died 


game.” 
BUTLER’S CRIME. 

Charley Butler was the son of Dr. George M, But- 
ler of Columbus. Ohio, and was born less than tnirty 
. years ago near Alton, Franklin County, Ohio. For 
years Dr. Butler practiced his profession at Alton, 
and became very wealthy. He has for many years 
lived in Columbus. In the little village school of 
Alton, years ago. Charley Butler,as a boy of 12, 
met Abbie Sheehan, the daughter of farmer par- 
ents, living near the town. Often Mr. Sb n 
came to Columbus and was dined at the Butler man- 
sion. Asa frequent visitor at Alton, Charley a 
up his acquaintance with and retained an especial lik- 
ing for Abbie Sheehan. She reciprocated his feel- 
ings for her, and kept up a loving correspondence 
until her mother found it out and forbade it. This 
was when the girl was 15. When she was 19, and 
her own mistress, she manifested much affection 
for the young man, much tothe disappointment of 
her parents. It was known in Columbus and Alton 
that Charley Butler was 

NOT A MODEL BOY, 
and this united the opposition of the Sheehan fami- 
ly. This did not discourage the persistent lover 
and a few months ter, inthe fall of 1877, 
the two were married, and then the parents could 
do nothing but accept the wild young man as a son- 
in-law. Foratime be was kept from dissipation, 
but soon he became the Columbus synonym for all 
that was wicked and reckless. Finally, after many 
escapades in evil places, and many hours spent in 
the station house, be threatened to kill his wife.

prison at Columbus. Fearing for her life, and tired 
of existence with a brute, his wife came to Pierce- 
ton, Ind., to make her future home with Ira J. Ryer- 
son, arelative ofthe Butler family.

DISCOUNTING OHIO. 

Those daily assurances by telegraph that the 
Democratic Committees in New York and 
Washington and everywhere outside of Ohio do 
not count on or expect a Democratic majority 
next Tuesday are shrewdly put forth to pre- 
pare the popular mind for an adverse result, 
But they go a little too far when they add that 
an increased Republican vote and an average 
Republican majority in Ohio next Tuesday 
will have no effect on the November contest in 
other States.

AN EASY QUESTION. 

Our esteemed contemporary, the Kansas City 
Star, propounds to us the following request: 

The Poat-Dispatou thinks life too short to argue 
the tariff question, and therefore it does not pro- 
pose to make the effort. But perbaps it can afford 
the time and space to tell just what it means by the 
words “protection to American labor." The phrase 
is a beautifulandahigh sounding one, but what 
does it mean? As used by a demagogue like Ford 
it may catch a few thoughtless and ignorant voters, 
but will it stand intelligent analysis? Will the Post- 
Dispatcu surrender a little of its valuable space for 
a definition of the term, *‘Protection to American 
Labor?"’ 

Perhaps the quickest, best, shortest, easiest 
and most satisfactory answer is to quote the 
following extract from the platform adopted 
by the National Democratic Convention in Chi- 
cago just three months ago: 

The Democratic party is pledged to revise the 
tariff in a spirit of fairness to all interests; but in 
making a reduction in taxes it is not proposed to 
injure any domestic industries, but rather to pro- 
mote their healthy growth. ‘From the foundation of 
this government taxes collected at the .Custom 
Hiouse have been the chief source of Federal rev- 
enue. Such they must continue to be. Moreover, 
many industries have come to rely upon legislation 
for successful continuance, so that any change of 
law must be at every step regardful of the labor and 
capital thus involved. The process of reform must 
be subject in the execution to this plain dictate of 
justice. All taxation should be limited to the re- 
quirements of economical government. The neces- 
sary reduction in taxation can and must be effected 
without depriving American labor of the ability to 
compete successfully with foreign labor, and with- 
out imposing lower rates of duty than will be ample 
to coyer any increased cost of production which 
may exist in consequence of the higher rate of 
wages prevailing in this country. Sufficient revenue 
to pay all the expenses of the Federal Government, 
economically administered, including pensions, in- 
terest and principal of the public debt, can be got 
under our present system of taxation from Custom 
House taxes on fewer imported articles, bearing 
heaviest on articles of luxury and bearing lightest 
on articles of yecessity. : 


ENGLAND AND AFRICA. 

With 61,641 British troops and 126,088 na- 
tives, England holds the coast of India and 
thereby practically rules that vast peninsula 
with its 1,486,319 square miles and its 253,382,- 
186 people. True, there are in the interior 
twenty-two: Mohammedan and _ninety-seven 
Hindoo States, with standing armies aggregat- 
ing 349,835 troops, and enjoying a nominal in- 
dependence under England’s protection. But. 
they are so organized that their abject depend- 
ence on her protection makes her the irrespon- 


erns the 250,000,000 people of India just so far 
as she can make it profitable to England, and 
makes them pay all the cost of the machinery 
by which their industry and resources are 
made to yield tribute to her public and priva 
coffers, : ’ 

It is plain that England is steadily working 
her way to the establishment of a similar do- 
minion over the fertile and populous areas of 
Africa. Her Abyssinian wars and her acquisi- 
tions in South Africa have been followed up by 
the acquisition of the Suez Canal and a 
queer sort of protectorate .coutrol over 
Egypt, under cover of which she is stealthily 
but surely pre-empting the Soudan, the Congo 
country and the-whole of Central Africa for 
her own colonial and commercial purposes.

begin to understand England’s game and want 
to make her play it openly at her own expense 
and on her own responsibility. If she is to 
have virtual possession and control of the 
Sultan’s gteat African patrimony, they are 
ready and eager to seck compensation by 
dividing his European and Asiatic possessions 
among themselves. That consequence is 
all that deters her from abandon- 
ing her thin pretence of respecting the 
merely nominal authority of Sultan and 
Khedive. She wants to rule Africa asshe rules 
India, through a lot of Nizams, Rajahs, Maha- 
‘rans, or native Kings, Khedives, Sultans or 
‘Sheikhs, who are merely her puppets, and 
she is not willing to pay the price which other 
European powers would demand as compensa- 
tion for permitting her to become the acknowl- 
edged mistress of Africa and of the Moham- 
medan world. 

But England isable to lend Egypt enough 
money to satisfy the creditors in whose behalf 
the Powers have pretended to interfere. It will 
be cheaper to do that than to expose ler policy 
toa serious danger, or provoke a rupture in- 
volving the possibility of another European 
war over the Turkish question. Africa is nearer 
than India to Europe, and several other Powers 
are looking longingly in that diréction for fields 
of colonigl and commercial expansion. But the 
colonizing genius, the money, the diplomacy 
and the commercial aggressiveness of England 
have distanced them all everywhere else, and 
the probability is that she has gone into Africa 
to stay and to possess all of it that is worth hav- 
ing. 

THE Philadelphia Times is one of the strong- 
est advocates of protection, but it sees and as- 
serts that American labor cannot be properly 
protected without tariff reform, and that our 
present tariff is so ill adapted to our industrial 
situation as to tax and impoverish labor which 
it ought to protect. Mr. WiLiiAm M. Gros- 
VENOR, formerly distinguished as a rabid Free 
Trader and copious writer against the doctrines 
of Protection, made a speech in Pennsylvania 
the other day against free trade and in favor of 
protection. For this the 7imes thanks him, but 
akes him to task for ignoring the fact that 
both parties, in their platforms, distinctly de- 
clare for tariff revision in the interest of labor. 
On this subject the Times says: . 

With a tariff so high in its protective features that 
none deny the necessity of its reduction, why is la- 
bor unemployed and why are wages reduced? If 
protection possesses the power to employ and re- 
q uile labor, we have it in superabundance; then 
why is labor not prosperous’ There is a plain, 
common sense answer to the inquiries we have pro- 
posed, but that answer is not given by Republican 
partisans, nor did Mr. Grosvenor give it in his 
speech, The answer is that industry is extortion- 
ately taxed; that protection has been prostituted to 
monopoly; that capital and labor had been es- 
tranged in interest and sympathy by the growth of 
monopoly, and free raw materials are denied to our 
capitalists and workingmen to enable them to com- 
pete in the markets of the world. It is the excessive 
taxation of the necessaries of life that is now strik- 
ing down the labor of the country. 


*YusTERDAY was the great municipal holiday 
of St. Louis, and, in the way of holiday-making, 
St. Louis covered herself with glory. The attend- 
ance at the Fair was the largest on record 
with the exception of one day; the Exposition 
was patronized as it had never been patronized 
before; the streets were filled with well-dressed 
sight-seers allday long, and the illuminations 
at night were witnessed by tens of thousands. 
Everything on wheels was put in réquisition | 
for purposes of transportation; the leading idea 
in the public mind seemed to be to eat and drink, 
to have its boots blacked and to go somewhere 
and see something. When we remember that 
an attendance of one hundred thousand visitors 
was a big day at the Centennial Exposition at 
Philadelphia, it gives an accurate estimate of 
yesterday’s celebration in St. Louis. With it 
all it is pleasant to reflect that there was little 
drunkenness or disorder, and very little crime 
of any kind, Year by year the crowds of Fair 
week become larger and more manageable, and 
establish more firmly the reputation of St. 
Louis as a pleasant and attractive city. 

ONE reason why BLAINE did not go into the 
Hocking Valley scheme was because Mr. ELKINS 
had furnished him with “‘some figures” show- 
ing the probable profits of the monopoly for the 
first year. In the earnings of the new com- 
pany for the first year (if business in the coun- 
try is fair) appears the item, ‘“‘Sale of 500 tons 
pig-iron daily at $5—profit, $750,000." BLAINE 
was not quite so verdant as to suppose in July, 
1882, that pig-iron could be made to yield a 
profit of five dollars a ton, and he had good 
reason for withdrawing from the investment. 
It must, however, have been very alluring to 
read: “‘ Uniting the two interests would not 
only put the standard stock to par, but create 
@ monoply (so ELKINS spells it] that would con- 
trol the coal and iron of the Hocking Valley.” 

Mr, Joy ‘is unable to vindicate BLAINE com- 
pletely in twenty words, and seems unwilling to 
spend more than the cost of a twenty-word cable 
message in his vindication. If Mr. Joy is not 
in a position to dead-head his cable messages 
we are sure that it would be to the interest of 
the Cable Company to put all of its resources 
at Mr. Joy’s disposal, free of charge, for the 
purpose of securing a complete, categorical and 
sufficient defense of BLarinxe. In the event of 
BLAINE’s election he might see channels in 
which he could be useful to a corporation which 
had helped him when he was in a tight place.

The first authentic and official account of the de 
feat of Edward Hanlan by Beach, on the Parra- 
matta River, Sydney, N. 8. W., August “16, is ap- 
pended, from the South Australian Register: 
“Jt is estimated that between 50,000 and 60,000 per- 
cons witnessed the race.

‘Because by the Constitution of Missouri He 
is Disqualified—A Chat With the General 
on the Subject—What Lawyers Say About 
It. , 


A Chicago paper of recent date pufblishes an 
article in ‘which it is stated that some persons are 
incredulous with respect to the fact that General 
Sherman, ‘‘who is a citizen of Missouri is disfran- 
chised in that model Democratic State because he 
isan officer of the Army of the United States.” It 
is true, the article goes on to state, that he has been 
retired, “but the great constitutional lawyers 
of Missouri construe their precious 


constitution so as to include retired officers.” 

A Post-Dispatcn reporter who was sent out to in- 
vestigate the matter found, first of ail, that the sec- 
tion in the State Constitution under which Gen. 
Sherman is disfranchised, if he really is disfran- 
chised, has always been embodied in every constitu- 
,tion the State has had. 

In the Constitution of 1820, the earliest of them 
all, officers of the army and navy and all soldiers 
and seamen are disqualifi from voting 
at any election in the State. 

IN THE CONSTITUTION 
of 1865.when Missouri was not a ““model Democratic 
State,” but under Republican control, there was a 
provision disfranchising all persons who had taken 
part in the late rebellion, and in addition thereto the 
same provision with respect to officers of the army 
and navy that is now incorporated in the present 
constitution of the State formed in 1875. 
‘The real question is whether 
GEN. SHERMAN, 

asa retired army officer, is still to be considered an 
officer of the army of the United States to such an 
extent as to disqualify him from voting in this 
State. To the reporter who called on the General at 
bis residence last evening he stated that he only 
knew one thing, and that was he could not vote in 
this State. 

“Could you in any other?” . 

“Certainly.” 

*“W here, Yor instance?” 

“Well, in Iowa, and even Virginia, I think. 
In fact. situated as I am here, 
a retired officer, a property owner and taxpayer. 
with a permanent abodein this State—why, lam 
sure I would be permitted to vote in almost any of 
the other States.’ 

“Then, there isno doubt about your being dis- 
franchised here?” 

“Not the least in the world.” The General spoke 
rather earnestly upon the subject. and seemed to 
think it an outrage that he should be deprived of 
this glorious privilege accorded to the meanest 
and lowest citizen. 

CHESTER H. KRUM, 
who is a prominent Republican, as well as a 
lawyer, was seen and asked if he thought the pro- 
vision in the Constitution covered retired officers.” 

“] certainly think it does in Gen. Sherman's case. 
He is still an officer of the United States Army, only 
he is on the retired list. He still draws his salary, 
and Fdare say in acase of emergency he could be 
called again to active service.” 

“Do you think he could vote in any other State?” 

‘Not in any State having the same constitutional 
provision as this—at least he should not be entitied 
to vote under a proper construction of the section. 

“Do you recali any State where they haven't a 
similar provision?” 

‘‘No; I think you will find it in the Constitutions of 
all the States, and it is a very wise one, too; other- 
wise, a State might be colonized ina short time in 
case of an emergency.” 

MR. G. A. FINKELNBURG, 

also a Republican and a prominent lawyer, said it 
was a new question to him and he had never heard 
tt broached before. He thoughi it rested entirely 
upon a determination of Gen. Sher- 
man's status and the exact relations he bore 
to the Government. If he were still an officer of 
the United States, then clearly he was disfranchised, 
but if by being retired he became a private citizen, 
then he should be entitied to vote.” 

“What do you think his position is?” 

“T really could not say, as I have never had occa- 
sion to look into the matter. See some of those 
‘military men who have become lawyers and they 
may be able to give you his exact status.” 

MR. JOHN C. ORRICK 

of Noble & Orrick said: “Under the provision in 
our Constitution, [am afraid General Sherman is 
not entitled to vote, as he is still an army officer, al- 
though he is retired.” 

“Do you know of any State in which he could 
vote?" 

» “Yes; in IllinoisI think it is different. We can 
see here in this volume of its statutes. There are 
two provisions in their organic iaws touching this 
point. One is to the effect that nocitizen of 
the State shali lose his residence by reason of being 
engaged inthe army or navy of the United States. 
That is, a soldier or sailor who had a residence in 
Illinois may return there and vote. The other is. 
that no soldier or sailor shall be entitled to vote in 
the State by reason of his being stationed there. 
in other words, they are not cons dered residenss. 
It is probable, {uen, that in General Sherman’s 
case, if he were in Djinois instead of Missouri he 
wonid be allowed to vote.” 

Any further doubts on the question so far as Gen. 
Sherman's rights in the State aré concerned, were 
removed by

Section 
12%, thatthevy may wear their regular nniform, 
continue to be borne on the regular army register 
and be subject to court-martial for misconduct, and 
Section 1259 provides that that they may be assigned 
for duty at the Soldiers’ Home, but to no other. 
Now. ali this seems to me to settie the question be- 
yond doubt. Gen. Sherman is still an officer of the 
regular army, although he is retired, and as such 
cannot claim the privilege of voting in Missouri un- 
der the constitutional provision you have men- 


tioned.” 

Several other attorneys who were seen. 
expressed substantially the same _ . views. 
One or two raised the point 


that the section was unconstitutional, as it was a 
species of class legislation. Others thought that it 
was not intended to cover a case like that of 
Gen. Sherman, whd was a_ bona-fide citi- 
Zen of the State, with a permanent 
abode here. The provision was enacted to prevent 
soldiers and sailors temporarily stationed here from 
voting.

THE VEILED PROPHET. 


His Mighty Footsteps to be Heard 
To-Night. 


The Exposition Ready for His Presence— 
Earthly Soldiers to Attend Him—Myste- 
rious Scenes at the Building To-Day—To- 
Night’s Programme. 


The Exposition building never presented a pret 
tier appearance than it did this morning, when the 
mists rolled away and the stn burst through the 
tained glass windows. The moist,damp air that 
has made everything clammy the last few days had 
entirely disappeared by 10 o'clock. The flowers 
shook their freshened heads, the pianos played 
livelier tunes, and the girls at the counters had 
doffed their somber suits for more enlivening and 
becoming apparel, and ‘on their bosoms, 


heaving with the rapidity of their utterance, they 
wore again the fragrant emblems of summer. The 
genial influenceof the return of pleasant weather 
was felt without and the. crowds early began to 
move toward the favorite rendezvous. There was 


a larger attendance during the forenoon than was 


expected by the management, as they, of course, 
expect that the mass are waiting for the unrivaled 
attractions of this evening. Secretary Johnston was 
kept busier than usual until late in the afternoon 
answering questions, as those who were in the build- 
ing were people from the country, who had the en- 
tire day to themselves and were 
DETERMINED TO KNOW ALL 

about the greatshow. ‘It is quite curious,” said 
the secretary, as he laughingly admitted to a visitor 
that he knew it was the finest Exposition in the 
country, “that people never weary of coming in to 
tell me how much they appreciate the displays. 
Last night for half an hour a stranger button- 
holed me at my desk, and wouldn't leave 
me till he felt satisfied that I 
knew not only that our Exposition is the greatest in 
America, but also the various particulars in which 
we excelied. Since the Fair opened a large number 
of catuemen from near Chicago Lave made it a point 
to drop in on me and congratulate the management 
and the city. It is, after all, very pleasing to me, as 
I know it promises a still larger attendance next 
year.” 

“Are there any special excursions fn to-dry?” 

“No, not exactiy. but I learn that the roads are 
pouring people in from all along their lines,and that 
fact is one that usually escapes the attenti0On of the 
—_. They have an idea that because one or two 
arge excursions do not take the city by storm with 
a band and flags that there is not much of an influx, 
whereas the opposite is usually the case, and it 
happens that when the people arrive steadily and 
not in large crowds thatthe aggregate number of 
strangers in the city is the . Vh 
been simply deluged with questions all ’ 
about the great paradeof military and the presence 
of his august majesty the Veiled Prophet, at the 
Exposition this evening, and from the inquiries 
made at the Union Depotl Jearn that nearly every 
one that arrives has generally in view the seeing of 
one or the other before going home.” 

THE VEILED PROPHET AT THE EXPOSITION. ” 

About noon there was a mysterious something in 
the air that presaged some mighty event. As the 
afternoon wore away the hidden forces began to 
work more forcibly and sensibly, but as darkly as 
ever. The huge building seemed filled with the 
music of a thousand unseen throats, and 
a noise pervaded the remotest 
corners like that caused by some phantom 
for whom thé aisles were narrow ana whose 
garments rustied as she etalkedalong. lt seemed as 
tnough the atinosphere was populous wtih sprites, 
who were busy in making their intangible arrange- 
ments for some occasion of great fnterest to mor- 
tals, Wonder ceased on every hand, when it be- 
came known that the commotion in the etherea! 
realm was caused by the marshaling of the airy 
legions, who will attend the Veiled Prophet when he 
enters the building this evening, For this 
remarkable advent extraordinary preparations 
will be made in the edifice to be given over to his 
mightiness to-night. At’5:30 o'clock this afternoon 
the building will be closed and will not be opened 
until 6:30,and the hour will be consumed in prepar- 
ing the naves, stairways and exhibits to make every- 
thing ready for the imposing entrance. The price 
of admission will be 50 cents all around to-nizht,and 
no reduction will be made for children, At 8 o'clock 
the military will arrive at the building and 
take possession of the aisles to receive the beloved 
and revered ==monarch and will re- 
main at the Exposition until the 
Veiled Prophet has finishee his inspection of the 
halls. Promptly at 8:30 inthe Machinery Hall the 
zreat white veil, woven by fieshless hands, will be 

awh over the materialized essence of the Prophet, 
who will then - move porth in the east nave and 
around the hall, passing upward by the front stair- 
way to the main floor, of which 
he will make the circuit and then pass 
to the floor above. Toavoidacrush the following 
regulations have been established: While the pro- 
cession is in Machinery “Hall no one will be allowed 
to descend from the upper floor; ;when the 
Prophét reaches the main floor no one can come 
down from the gallery or ascend from the lower 
hall, and when the awful tread shakes the highest 
floor no one will be allowed to ascend to it. The Re- 
ception Committee will bow their knees humbly 
during the passage of the procession. After the mon- 
arch disappears the military will resume the parade, 
and, when that is finished, will return to the build- 
ing as announced in another column, . 


NOTES. 

The Fairbanks display attracted an unusual! 
large crowd, and the huge platform was trodden all 
ong by nearly every one that passed by the pleasing 
exhibit. The country grocer, with a twinkle in his 
eye, looked at the celebrated scales and said: “I 
guess I'll get a pe of them, and my 
customers will be sure I cive good weight when they 
see Fairbanks’ name on them.” 

As stat@d elsewhere the military will be at the 
Exposition at 8 o'clock to escort the Veiled Prophet. 

The soldiers, in full uniform, will be at the build- 
ing both before and after the parade.

' Bishop Robertson and Rev. Dr. W. W. Boyd will 
make an inspection of all the public charitable and 
penal institutions of the city in order to make a full 
report of the city’s charities and corrections to the 
National Convention of Charities and Corrections, 
which meets next week.

and philanthropists of the United States. It is ex- 
pected that over 500 delegates will be in attendance, 
and each State will be represented by a delegation, 
appointed by jts Governor to represent the State 
Board of Charities, and increased by representa- 
tives of other institutions like insane and biind asy- 
lums, etc. One of the most interesting subjects that 
will be considered is that of “Organized Charities 

for Cities,"’to which will be devoted much time in 
discussion. Itis expected that the convention will 
result in a place for organized charity in St. Louis 
in which ali the charitabie organizations and the 
churches will have a voice. As successfully carried 
out in other large cities, a board of consultation wil} 
be established, and a register of all those helped 
will be kept, so that the _ worthy 

poor may be assisted without “endowing pauper - 
ism.” This is the eleventh annual convention, 
last year’s having been held at Louisville. Begin- 
ning with Tuesday the three sessions of each day 
during the remainder of the week will be held at 
Pickwick Theater. The public is cordially invited 
to attend the meetings.
